Gossip About the English Poeis. 
Speaking of the social habits of Ten- 
nyson, Which would draw upon him 
the elegant abuse of Edwin ‘Thomp- 
son, if he lived in Massachusetts, we 
may be pardoned for repeating an anec- 
dote, now a quarter of a century old, 
which that best of story-tellers, Theo- 
dore Parker, sometimes related. On 
his first visit to Europe, in 1844, Varker 
took letters to Carlyle, and when he 
called to deliver them, on a Sunday 
afternoon, he found, somewhat to his 
surprise, the great writer, with his 
brother Dr. Carlyle, (the translator of 
Dante, and the suggester of many of 
the pictures of German life in “Sartor 
Resartus,”’) sitting with bottle 
of Jamaica, a kettle of hot water, 
and the other apparatus for 
steaming punch, which they were con- 
eocting and drinking. In course of the 
conversation, which took a wide range, 
the name of Tennyson was mentioned, 
better known then, as was that of Car- 
lyle, in New England than in the 
mother country. rker had read and 
admired his poems, but it was before 
his more masculine verses had ap- 
peared, and he spoke of him to Carlyle 
asaman whom he imagined of deli- 
eate habits, carefully dressed and ele- 
gantly perfumed, sitting down in his 
exquisite study to compose the dainty 
verses which Bulwer scoffed at soon 
after, in his “New Timon.” Carlyle 
roared with laughter at this fancy 
sketch of his friend, and said, “No, 
man, he’s nothing of that sort; he’s a 
downright good fellow, and drinks his 
grog like the rest of us.”’ 
And now that we are upon the sub- 
ject of Tennyson, hiscontempt for Bul- 
wer, and the apo he made for a too 
frank expression of it, may be men- 
tioned. Inthe *“* New Timon,’’ Bul- 
wer’s long satirical poem, now remem- 
bered chiefly by the epithet applied to 
Lord Derby—** the R of debate ” 
—and by that single line describing 
Farl Russell’s entrance into the House 
of Commons— 
“Comes the calm Johnny who upset the 
coach,””—

novelist had sneered at Tennyson asa 
woman's poet. Soon after appeared in 
Punch a biting poem, personal to the

The satire was fearful, but the poet 
soon regretted it, as Thackeray did the 
contem ptuous things he had said of 
Bulwer, and not long after appeared a 
“palinode” in which Tennyson made 
a dsome apology for the terms he 
had used.

Saturday's Nashville Banner copies our 
account of a prisoner escaping from 
* John Brown,” a Nashville detective, and 
draws it mild by saying, ‘‘ We reproduce 
the following rather singular story from 
the Memphis AvALancue, of Thursday,” 
and concludes with this sentence: 

We have made most diligent inquiry, 
but nobody seems to have the faintest idea 
who “John Brown” is, as none of our 
Nashville detectives are alsent from the 
city—except Barmore. 

Our account of John Brown's adven- 
ture in Mississippi was carefully and ac- 
curately written after a long talk with 
passengers who witnessed the escape of 
the prisoner, and with the deteetive him- 
self at the Peabody Hotel. Our statement 
ofthe Mississippi affair was exaggerated in 
no respect, and after due deliberation and 
inquiry we are prepared to stand by it. 

Mr. John Brown may be the missing 

Barmore, for he is in the vocative and 
has. a missing way about him. The 
young man who escaped was named 
Webb, and we gieaned from Brown, 
after an hour's delicate pump- 
ing, that Webb was one of eight 
young men supposed among them to have 
killed a loyal man near Jonesboro, 
who was trying to arrest them as Ku- 
Klug. Brown came, he said, from Nash- 
ville, but may possibly belong to Knox- 
ville—in fact may be one of the lesser 
Governors, or on the private staff of the 
Old One. A personal description of the 
living John Brown may identify him 
with those who are most interested. He 
isa little above medium size, wears a 
plain business suit, a stove-pipe hat, has 
acold gray eye, short, black crisp hair, 
an enormous blagk mustache and no 
other beard on his face, and is perhaps 
thirty-nine years old,possibly older. He is 
rather elegant in his manners, and would 
pass very well for a first-class sporting 
character. If that description suits Bar- 
more, then the “‘ missing detective’ liv- 
eth, and hath a corporal being. 
Brown said he would have back his 
prisoner in a week, and promised to bring 
him up toour editorial rooms, for which 
he was pledged a liberel puff free of cost. 
He remarked that “Webb” was believed 
to be an alias, and that he knew not the 
prisoners real name. Last Friday Brown 
registered offand went to the Mississippi 
and Tennessee depot, but chanyed his 
tactics for some reason, returned, stayed a 
day or two longer and then disappeared. 
He is missing, and we know not his fate. 
He talked freely with the writer afler 
Thursday's article appeared,and only com- 
plained that it wasa litile “tight” on him. 
Ifthis be Barmore, then so; jf not, then

He informedan 
omnibus agent that his naine was not 
Brown, that he had his prisoner, and that 
he was not from Nashville, but from 
South Carolina. A young man was with 
him, but did not look like a prisoner. 
This mystery is mysterious; beats the 
Barmore absence, the Rowers murder of 
New York, and the Iron Mask.

Three Young Men Shoot and Kill 


Each other Instantly, at Mari- 
ana, Ark.!---The Provoca- 
tion Most Trivial! 


Sad Kesult of Carrying Deadly 
Weapons!—Arkansas Kapidly Be- 
coming another “Dark and Bloody 
Ground.” 


One of the most painfyl and tragic 
events that ever transpired in Arkansas 
occurred on Thursday last, at Mariana, a 
village in Phillips county, twenty-tive 
northwest of Helena. The actors in this 
bloody tragedy were all young men cof 
good ‘standing and excellent character, 
men of the very best stamp, brave, gen- 
erous, and in the very heyday of youthful 
manhood, and their sudden and terrible

Mr, Freoman, it is alleged, being rather 
deaf, interpreted this remark as an insult, 
and bitterly cursed the young man. 
They or one of them, remarking that it 
was all right, said they would see him 
in Mariana, Upon the arrival of the 
wagon a} Maviana, Ton S!anghter ordered 
Fréetian to dismount; drawing a pistol at 
the time, which, it Is supposed, accidently 
was discharged, wounding Freeman in the 
right jeg. fmimediately upan this Free- 
men fired and instantly killed Tom 
Slaughter, the ball passing through his 
body in the region of the heart, Mr. 
Arthur Slaughter being present, leveled 
his pistol and fired upon Freeman, 
shooting him through the head, not, how- 
ever before Freeman had simultaneously 
fired, mortally wounding Arthur Slaugh- 
ter, who diéd' instantly. Thus in a few 
minntes three braye young fellows were 
sent tq their lang acooynt, without warn- 
ing and from atritling cause.

TWO TRAGEDIES IN MeNATRY. 


A Wandering Pedier Shot and 
Milled by @ Fourteen Year old 
Bey — And a Desperaie Negro Killed 
at Colored Ball. 


Last week a boy fourteen years old, 
named Quill Maness, was arrested, we 
learn, at Grand Junction, for murdering 
a pedier, a few days ago, in McNairy 
eounty. The pedler was walking along 
the road, and Maness had been seen loit- 
ering along his line of travel by a respect- 
able citizen, only a few minutes before the 
fatal deed was committed. The citizen 
noticed that Maness was armed with a 
pistol, and states that he heard the report 
of the same, which ended the pedier’s 
career. Maness attempted to eseape, and 
signaled the train on the Mobile road at 
Brown's Station on the night subsequent 
to the murder. Thetrain took him aboard, 
but he was pursued and captured at Grand 
Junction. He had about his person some 
twenty-five dollars at the time of his ap- 
prehension. 

The boy was taken back, and will prob- 
ably go to the penitentiary until pardoned 
out, and then he will be big enough to 
join the militia, when he can follow his 
inclinations and tastes without being sul- 
juct to the annoyance of arrest. 

James Hardin, a trooly loil colored gen- 
tleman, was suddenly and unexpected!y 
called upon the same week to hand in his 
checks and register “off.” He was 
at a colored ball when the wmar- 
riageable belles all went pita-pat, and 
the can-can was out Gothamed by the 
plantation hoe down, a favorite exer- 
cise ever since the day of jubilee. During 
the evening the house was serenaded by 
a party of friends, and this negro Hardin 
testified his love of music by firing into 
the crowd witha pistol. The serenaders 
were not hurt, but they returned the com- 
pliment, and Hardin fell over very dead 
and limber. This negro was no loss: in 
fact his taking “‘off’’ was a good thing for 
the community in which he was a terror. 
In 1867 he murdered Mr. Samuel Lewis, 
the Sheriff of McNairy county, causing a 
terrible riot in Purdy betweeu the whites 
and blacks, in which the colored troops 
fought nobly, and came out victorious. 
The K. K. K's. had nothing to do with 
these loyal murders, and McNairy don’t 
harbor any of that kind. She is loyal.
